yesterday of an Oregon fugitive who 
shot himself rather than submit to 
arrest.

Detective Ron Gardner said John Obe 
Cantrell, 21, of Salem, Ore , put a 38 
caliber handgun to his right temple and 
pulled the trigger even as a swarm of 
officers shouted for him to surrender. 
The time was shortly before noon 
yesterday, the scene, on Highway 1, 
near the intersection with Highway 135 
Gardner said Cantrell was carrying 
the identification of James Robert 
Sharpe of Salem, Ore , but that he was 
positively identified as Cantrell, of 
Salem and formerly of Lompoc 
Gardner said Cantrell got out of his 
car when he roared over Harris Grade 
from Lompoc ahead of pursuing officers 
and saw patrol cars forming a roadblock 
at the intersection of Highway 1 and 
Highway 135 
Cantrell 
was 
standing 
beside 
a 
telephone pole with the gun in his hand 
when the end came 
The trail leading to the tragedy began 
two days earlier, on Jan 7 when the 
Marion County Sheriff’s Department in 


United Press International

The PLO operates information offices 
in several European countries, mostly 
Communist nations, and also has an 
office in New York. 
But its representative in India will 
have the status of a diplomat, enjoying 
privileges and diplomatic immunity, an 
Indian spokesman said. 
Last year the U.N. General Assembly 
granted the PLO observer status at its

Saboteurs also touched off a series of 
explosions early today at an electric 
power plant serving the Saigon area, 
plunging the capital into darkness for 
more than two hours. 


Military officers said the guerrillas 
set off plastic charges before sunup 
against the oil tanks near the compound

headquarters in Pleiku city, 230 miles 
north of Saigon. 
The tanks burst into flames and 
burned a large quantity of gasoline and 
diesel oil desperately needed to run 
government tanks and planes at a time

At that point, the suspect spotted the 
officers and he sped north in his car on 
A Street toward Central Avenue at 
speeds up to 100 miles an hour. The 
chase led westerly on Central and 
thence north on H Street. A few minutes 
and a few miles further north, the end 
came as Cantrell faced a circle of 
officers from sheriff, highway patrol 
and police

Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr today unveiled his 
first state budget, a record $11.3 billion 
“ difficult times” spending plan that 
projected a fragile $574 million surplus. 
“ What I propose to you is a no- 
nonsense 
budget,” 
the 
38-year-old 
Democratic chief executive told the 
legislature. 
Among 
major 
expenditures, 
he 
included a $162.4 million previously 
authorized cost-of-living increase for 
welfare recipients; an 8.5 per cent pay 
raise for state employes; an additional 
$98 
m illion 
for 
environm ental 
protection; an extra $92.3 million for 
MediCal; and $95 million as a hedge 
against inflation 
For 
public 
schools. 
Brown 
recommended a $106.5 million increase 
(4.6 per cent). For the University of 
California and the state university and 
colleges, he proposed respective boosts 
of $71.6 million (14 per cent) and $50.8 
million (10.4 per cent). Educators had 
sought considerably more. 
As expected, the biggest-in-the-nation 
state spending blueprint failed to include 
any funds to begin meeting the state 
Supreme Court’s 
“ Serrano” 
school 
finance ruling. Brown said this would be 
dealt with “ not in the next few months 
but over a period of time. ” 
Likewise, it provided virtually no 
funds for new construction at UC, the 
state university and college system, 
parks or at other state facilities. He said 
he may recommend new building later, 
“ if justified.” 


Insisting the budget “ recognizes no 
sacred cows,” the new governor, who 
examined department money requests 
personally, a b o l i s h e d the 
Department of Commerce, included no 
funds for former Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
pet “ work-or-else” welfare experiment, 
and cut back his own office budget 7 per 
cent by eliminating the personal guber­ 
natorial jet plane. 


Brown said his fiscal plan “ is probably 
a little tighter than the Reagan budget.” 


The massive $11,302,826,536 program 
totaled an increase of only 5.9 per cent 
over current spending. For the first time

in many years, the additional sum fell 
“ substantially below” the growth in the 
cost of living. 
For every man, woman and child in 
California, the proposal represented an 
expenditure of about $535. It also totaled 
five times the size of the first budget 
signed in 1959 by Gov. Edmund G. “ Pat” 
Brown. 
In his message, the new governor 
noted California faces a “ troubled and 
unpredictable” economy and termed his 
plan “ a budget for difficult times.” 
“ Rising unemployment and declining 
real incomes threaten to swell state 
expenditures 
and 
reduce 
revenue 
growth,” he said. “ Hie first test for all 
of us, and government is no exception, is 
to live within realistic limits. This 
budget meets that test.” 
“ The realities of the present economy 
make unwise anything more than 
minimal expansion of 
most state 
programs,” he declared, reasserting his 
campaign and inaugural promise of “ no 
general tax increase.” 
The proposal for the fiscal year 
starting July 1 projected a “ prudent” 
tax surplus of $574 million, including 
$212.5 million in federal revenue sharing 
funds. Of this, $552 million is carried 
over from Reagan’s projected surplus 
for the current year. 
But in words strikingly similar to 
those often used by Reagan, the 
governor warned the 
Democratic- 
dominated legislature against sending 
him any new spending programs that 
would eat into the surplus. 
“ Better government does not always 
require more spending,” Brown said. 
“ Our primary task is to redirect effort 
without escalating cost. ” 
“ If the recession worsens, much or all 
of the surplus could be eliminated 
because of reduced revenues and legally 
required additional expenditures for 
welfare and health care,” he said. “ I 
will oppose any legislation which would 
reduce necessary revenues or raise 
general taxes.” 
Brown personally conducted a briefing 
for newsmen and declared, “ The days of 
Sixties liberalism ... that’s over with.” 
He characterized such liberalism, in 
part, “ as adding money to chase 
programs, and hire professionals, while 
leaving health care where it was 10 
years ago, the kids not able to read or 
write, continuing to pollute (and) the 
criminal 
justice 
system 
neither 
punishes nor rehabilitates nor deters nor 
protects society.”

Republican leaders, on the other hand, 
received no sneak peek. 


“ It can be called an inflation-inspired 
budget,” said Senate President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego. “ I am 
generally pleased with the idea of 
holding the line.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - America’s 
private industries chopped 675,000 jobs 
from their payrolls in December to cap 
the biggest two-month cutback in 29 
years, the Labor Department said 
today. 
The report said three-quarters of the 
nation’s 
industries 
shortened 
their 
payrolls in December, indicating ailing 
automobile makers aren’t the only ones 
cutting back. 
The December cutbacks were added 
to 465,000 payroll jobs lost in November 
for 
a 
total 
of 
1.1 
million 
lost 
opportunities. That was the largest since 
2.2 million payroll jobs were cut in July 
and August, 1945 
December’s cutback was the biggest 
one-month payroll drop since 847,000

J-M locked its doors to the union 
workers on Dec. 9 after five weeks of 
fruitless negotiations following the 
expiration of the old labor contract on 
Oct. 24. The 
union had coupled its 
rejection of a final offer from J-M with 
the agreement to remain on the the job 
until a new contract could be negotiated. 
J-M went along with that offer until Dec. 
9.

Lompoc’s renowned sweet 
pea grower William "B ill” 
Zvoianek, 83, has sold his 
business, William Zvoianek and 
Company, to Denholm Seeds of 
Lompoc for an undisclosed 
price 
Along with Zvoianek’s small 
stock of sweet pea seeds, 
Denholm Seeds now owns the 
production rights to many new 
sweet 
pea 
varieties 
that 
Zvoianek has developed or has 
under development but has yet 
to sell on the market. 
Referring to those rights, 
Zvoianek said, 
"That’s the 
reason Denholm bought my 
company.” 
In addition, Zvoianek sold the 
15 acres on Floradale Avenue 
he used as a research ground to 
Peto Seed Co. of Saticoy for 
83,000 an acre. 
Both Denholm Seeds and 
Peto Seed Co. are owned by 
George Ball Incorp of Chicago 
While other companies in 
Lompoc 
developed 
and 
marketed all types of flower 
seeds, Zvoianek specialized in 
the 
sweet 
pea. 
His 
achievements 
in 
developing 
various types of sweet pea has 
made him famous in the flower 
seed world in the U.S. and 
Europe 
In 1971, Zvoianek was the 
third American to ever receive 
a gold medal from England’s 
National Sweet Pea Society for 
these achievements. 
It is Zvoianek who gets the 
credit for developing a sweet 
pea with six to eight flowers on

a stem. Before he developed 
the famous and popular multi- 
floria sweet pea only four 
flowers grew to a stem

was 
a 
charming 
paradox. 
Although 
most 
popular sweet peas sold on the 
market today have Zvoianek 
breeding in their background, 
Zvoianek ran a small one-man 
business out of his home at 420 
South I St., filling mostly small 
retail mail orders. 


According 
to 
William 
L. 
Scott Jr., president of Denholm 
Seeds, a big order for Zvoianek 
was a pound of seeds while 


Denholm 
wouldn't take an 
order of less than 10 pounds 
Scott said that Denholm will 
soon be informing old Zvoianek 
customers that orders under a 
certain amount will not be 
accepted 
William Zvolanek’s father, 
Anton, 
who 
was 
bom 
in 
Bohemia, began growing sweet 
peas in Lompoc in 1910. When 
William returned from World 
War I, he was persuaded by his 
father to stay and help manage 
his flower business 
In 1929, Anton retired and 
William 
bought 
him 
out. 
Although 
William 
himself 
retired several years ago, he 
often worked six to eight hours 
a 
day 
experimenting 
and 
breeding varieties of sweet 
peas His latest development, 
which 
is still under plant 
protection, is the corrugated 
miracle sweet pea in three 
colors. 
Zvoianek began negotiating 
with Denholm Seeds to sell his 
company in July and the sale 
began effective Jan. 1. He said 
with a smile this week he 
decided to sell because of his 
"old age.” 


About the sale, Zvoianek 
commented, "1 got a fair price 
for what I wanted .” 


As part of the deal, Zvoianek 
will act as an advisor this

Education cuts made 
in Brown's budget

Communist gunners shelled 
the outskirts of the threatened 
province capital of Tay Ninh, 50 
miles northeast of Saigon, 
today but caused no damages 
or casualties, the command

It said the Communists fired 
44 artillery and rocket rounds 
into two military fire bases 
outside the city. Thousands of 
the city’s 70,000 residents have 
fled to Saigon in fear of a 
Communist attack.

State budget 
cuts back on 
highways 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Re­ 
flecting troubled economic con­ 
ditions and greater interest in 
mass transit, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s proposed budget 
indicates 
“vastly 
reduced” 
plans for building new high­ 
ways and freeways. 
New construction is planned 
to 
span 
only 
200 
miles, 
compared to 318 miles this 
year. 
The 
actual 
amount 
ear­ 
marked for highway spending, 
about $976 million, is just under 
the present level. But with 
construction costs jumping 27 
per cent in nine months, it 
amounts to a sharp drop in 
buying power. 
Correspondingly, the budget 
emphasizes a “shift” from 
construction to maintenance 
and operating improvements. 
Brown 
himself 
has 
little 
control over highway spending 
Almost half the total is locked 
into a special state gasoline tax 
fund, which has been stung by 
reduced 
fuel 
consumption. 
Nearly an equal amount is 
provided directly by the federal 
government, which has cut 
back the size of its grants. 
With voter approval of a 
statewide ballot measure at the 
June election, this will be the 
first year that gasoline taxes 
can be used for mass transit 
projects instead of strictly road 
building. 
But administration budget 
writers said it was too early to 
estimate how deeply this could

PHOENIX, Ariz (U PI) - Johnny 
Miller, as everyone knows, was the king 
of the tour a year ago when he won eight 
titles and then went to Japan, just for 
good measure, and came home with an 
additional $30,000 for a $384,000 year.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - The Pittsburgh Steelers, mak­ 
ing their final preparations for Sunday’s Super Bowl IX 
game against the Minnesota Vikings, received some bad 
news today when it was learned that starting right defensive 
end Dwight White was readmitted to a hospital with a 
reoccurence of his viral infection. 
White was first admitted to the hospital last Sunday night, 
but was released Thursday morning and arrived back at the 
Steelers’ training quarters in time to attend the club 
meeting and practice session. 
“ There was a reoccureoce of the pain in Dwight’s chest 
area and there is a 75 per cent chance of his not being able to 
play Sunday,” said National Football League spokesman 
Jim Heffeman. Heffeman disclosed that White had been 
readmitted to the hospital at 8:30 in the morning. 
The Vikings, hoping to avenge the losses they suffered in 
their two previous Super Bowl appearances, went through 
their hardest workout of the week Thursday. 
“ Thursday’s always our hardest day of the week for 
workouts even during the regular season,” said Viking 
coach Bud Grant. “ Everybody is taped up and wears pads 
and pants. We practice our blitz drills. If you’re near the 
field you can hear the hitting but there’s no tackling.” 
The only casualty from the 40-minute practice session was 
center Mick Tinglehoff who suffered a slightly sprained 
right ankle shortly after the workout began and sat out the 
remainder of the session. Tinglehoff had his ankle wrapped 
in ice by the team trainer as a precautionary measure. 
In contrast to Tinglehoff, the news on Minnesota’s other 
two ailing players, quarterback Fran Tarkenton and 
starting left tackle Charles Goodrum, was much better for 
Viking fans. 
"Tarkenton threw for 25 minutes during Wednesday’s 
workout and his sore right arm didn’t seem any worse for 
having participated,” Grant said. “ I am confident he can 
perform hi$ normal functions.” 
Goodrum pulled a leg muscle earlier in the week but his 
condition was upgraded by Grant from "doubtful” to 
“ possible” for Sunday’s game. “ If he continues to improve 
at this rate, he probably could play and may even start,” 
Grant said. 


Noll also said wide receiver John Stallworth, who 
sprained a thumb Tuesday, was catching the ball normally 
now and that X-rays of the thumb were negative. He also 
said guard Sam Davis, bothered by a foot injury, could play 
but Jim Clack will start at left guard. 
Grant was critical of the two-week period between the 


conference championship game and the Super Bowl, saying, 
“ it doesn’t take two weeks to prepare for a football game. 
The coaches need five days and the players only need three. 
However, I guess the hoopla and promotion for the game 
may take longer.” 
Noll, when asked if he would change anything this week, 
replied: “ If it was up to me, we’d stay at home and do all 
our practicing there until the end of the week. But I can’t 
change the schedule." 
While the statements of Grant and Noll didn’t figure to 
please NFL officials, those same officials couldn’t have 
been more annoyed than they were at the conduct of Los 
Angeles Ram players Lance Rentzei and Fred Dryer. 
Both showed up at Thursday’s interview sessions with the 
Pittsburgh and Minnesota players and coaches in their roles 
as writers for a national sports magazine. They were 
dressed like newsmen of the 1920s. 
Several of the Vikings and Steelers, their patience worn 
thin by the various distractions of the past week, became 
upset with the turmoil caused by the antics of Rentzei and 
Dryer and several newsmen also objected to their clowning 
tactics. 
“ There’s not much we can do about it,” said Jim Kensil, 
executive director of the NFL. “ They’re accredited. But we 
will make it clear to the magazine’s editors that news 
conferences are to report news, not to make news.”

It was undertaken in 1972 as a 
three-year demonstration pro­ 
ject with plans to make it 
permanent.

governor also cut back his own 
office budget by 7 per cent—

Ronald Reagan’s private jet 
plane. 
Brown 
promised

election campaign to make the 
budget document reflect more

And, the 
f budget did contain more detail 
than in previous years. 
Current legislative spending,

affairs The only thing that’s gonna put 
things right again,' he savs. 
is for 
ever body to right here and now get to 
know the I/>rd 
Mayes, as a matter 
of fact, plans to help 
the familiarizing pro­ 
cess as much as he 
can And judging from 
his past efforts along 
the same line, his 
efforts should be her­ 
culean 
It has been 
Henry 
Harrison 
Mayes 
who, 
singlehandedly 
and 
like a Johnny 
Appleseed of good words, has for 56 
years been painting and planting many 
of America's roadside advertisements 
for Jesus Christ. 
You’ve seen them, no doubt. They are 
outside Middlesboro and nearly every 
other community in the country They 
are usually sizable things, fashioned out 
of corrugated iron or recycled Coca Cola 
sheet metal 
‘Get Right With God,” 
they read, or “ Prepare to Meet God.” 
Usually 
they 
are 
straightforward 
commands, but in one case — “ If You 
Go To Hell. It’s Your Fault" — Mayes 
adds an editorial opinion. 
Nobody not even Mayes, knows how 
many of the religious billboards have 
been distributed, but their familiarity 
attests to their numbers Mayes, a 
retired coal miner, says the posters 
presently stand in “ at least 50 states and 
82 foreign lands ” And even though 
there's no total count as to units. Mayes 
has computed the energy and money 
expended: 60 per cent of his time and 
$75,000 “ at a minimum.” 
Don’t ask why Mayes says that should 
be readily apparent “ I’ve got this 
cabinet in my workship what's filled 
with all the nudity and pornography ever 
printed.” Well, that alone is reason for 
Mayes’ passion for propagandizing God 
And when today’s other troubles are 
added to the equation, “ things like the 
Book of Revelations predicted a long 
time ago.” Mayes feels he is more 
dedicated than peculiar “ Somebody’s 
got to be a wakin' the people up.” 
There is of course some wonder 
whether the people appreciate being 
■wakened in the Mayes manner. Hunters 
shoot the Mayes signs full of double- 
ought shot, kids at graduation disfigure 
them with class numerals, and farmers 
often seem less than pleased when a Get 
Right With God poster appears in the 
tractor path On this latter point, Mayes 
admits, “ I’m the most wanted man in 
America The AAU has been after me 
for 45 years, the highway departments, 
too. The last time I heard from New 
York they wanted $43 for the cost of 
removing two signs I suppose I could go 
to jail for a million years.” 
But they'll have to catch him first. 
And considering the painter’s schedule 
that doesn’t seem likely. To meet 
emergency needs, Mayes plans to spend 
this summer traveling and planting 
from Georgia to Maine “ And the next 
year I’ll be going toward the Grand 
Canyon and Southwest; and after that 
I’ll be taking in the Midwest to 
Yellowstone Park.” 
Besides the usual sign distribution, 
Mayes will continue the erection of 200 
concrete crosses, each weighing 1,400 
pounds. “ I’ve got 85 distributed already. 
I plan to have four of them outside each 
capital by 19 and 90, if there is a 19 and 
90 ” 
Indeed, if there is a 1990 Mayes may 
be even more prolific and wandering 
than now Not content with plugging God 
in Tulsa, not satisfied with the erection 
of “ 36 of the signs of the Black Sea 
where Russia can get a whiff,” Mayes 
has greater expectations. 
“ Well, there are nine planets,” he 
explains, leafing through an old Life 
magazine layout of the heavens. 
Silly9 No way. As Mayes sees it, 
“ Everybody in the Universe is under 
God, and may be the people on Mars 
need a little religious prodding, too.” 
Maybe. And maybe they have energy 
woes, inflation and painted ladies. “Can 
you see it?” Mayes smiles, “ right in a 
crater, translated, 
Get Right With 
God’.’’ 
God would be pleased But as for the 
Martian Highway Department...

Serious threat 


A recent commentary in the 
Wall Street Journal brought 
us face to face with a problem 
which, if allowed to continue 
to its logical conclusion, could 
forever change the impact 
this country and its people 
have on the world of ideas. 
The Journal’s piece dealt 
with the rather frightening 
prospect of a citizenry un­ 
able to read the English 
language at any higher a level 
than at its most fundamental. 
Drawing 
from 
a 
study 
published in the New York 
Times, 
Vermont 
Royster 
painted a pretty grim picture 
of what college English and 
journalism schools are having 
to deal with in their students 
and their inability to read and 
comprehend 
their 
native 
language. 
For instance, at the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin, more than 
one third of the applicants to 
the journalism school are 
unable to meet even the most 
minimal 
requirements 
in 
spelling, 
grammar, 
word 
usage and punctuation. And 
these students want to engage 
in a profession in which a 


command 
of 
the 
English 
language is at least as im­ 
portant as is a carpenter’s 
ability to handle a hammer 
and nails. 
What makes this picture 
even more chilling is the fact 
that textbook publishers are 
increasingly resorting to a 
simplified language in their 
books to adjust to the college 
student who cannot read at 
traditional college levels. In 
fact, 
book 
publishers 
are 
simplifying the English in 
their guidebooks on how to 
read the textbooks. While the 
previous editions of these 
guides were written at the 
12th grade level for college 
freshmen, they are now being 
written at a ninth grade level. 
So instead of raising the 
ability of the reader, we allow 
them to lower the standard. 
Apparently 
many 
social 
commentators point to televi­ 
sion as the villain of this 
situation, 
saying 
we have 
become a nation of listeners 
rather than readers, and that, 
anyway, it isn’t necessary to 
be able to read to know what 
is going on in the world. 


But can television, in all its 
impersonality, really be held 
totally responsible for what 
many others see as the slow 
deterioration of the most vital 
of all communications tools? 
Doesn’t 
the 
educational 
system and what it demands 
of itself and its progeny, the 
students, play an even larger 
part in this picture? 


We think so, and as long as 
the “ system” allows textbook 
publishers to lower the quality 
of the product to suit the 
lowered educational levels of 
the reader, then the cycle will 
continue, and we can expect, 
eventually, 
that 
written 
language will pass from the 
educational 
process 
altogether 
because 
it will 
have sunk so low as a method 
of communicating that it will 
have become worthless. 


Is it too much anymore to 
demand that excellence be 
achieved, or has catering to 
the majority ... the average, 
become so much a part of our 
psyche that we can no longer 
recognize or value the dif­ 
ference?

Fighting the system 


We doubt if there isn’t a soul who 
hasn’t at one time or another become 
extremely frustrated with the U.S. 
Postal Service. We know that they try 
and try hard. We go there every morning 
to pick up our office mail and it is 
almost beyond comprehension to us that 
they can sort all of that mail and deliver 
it. At Christmas time it looked like 
bedlam in the rear of the building 
Frankly, we believe 
that most of the ills of 
the postal service are 
due 
to 
antiquated 
procedures. It seems 
as if postal clerks 
have 
more 
rubber 
stamps 
at 
their 
disposal, more forms 
to fill out m minute 
detail 
and 
more 
accounting 
methods 
than any other bureau­ 
cratic 
organization 
We know they are 
making 
some 
progress, however. 
Have you noticed that when you order 
stamps from a postal clerk today in 
Lompoc, he has a modern stamp 
dispenser at his elbow and doesn’t have 
to go into the drawer and count and 
tear? 
That’s progress. 
But still some people get mad at the 
postal service, in fact, whole towns! The 
citizens of Grover City have really taken 
the postal service on and so, it seems as 
if the citizens are losing. 
Today, 
residents of the coastal 
community have to go to the Post Office 
to get their mail instead of receiving it 
at home because curbside mail boxes 
have been outlawed by the city and the 
postmen refuse to get out of their trucks 
to deliver the mail to the home. 
The 
city 
sought 
a 
preliminary 
injunction against the U.S. Postal 
Service to force it to resume mail 


delivery to residents who complied with 
the new city ordinance banning the 
curbside mail boxes. However, this 
week, a U.S. district judge in Los 
Angeles 
denied 
the 
preliminary 
injunction. 
Last summer the city passed the law 
requiring all residential mail boxes on 
curbside city property to be removed 
and placed on private property. The city 
attorney said the mail boxes had posed a 
health hazard to persons who may bump 
into them and that they were an eyesore. 
However, the postal service objected 
to the ordinance and said it would not 
deliver mail to post boxes that have 
been removed from the curbside. 
Some residents who have complied 


with the new law have not received mail 
at their homes for three months.

My brother, Billy Bates (by my 
stepfather Earl Bates) of Lompoc, is 20 
years old and has lost the use of both his 
kidneys Bill must go to a hospital in 
Santa Barbara from Lompoc three (3) 
days per week and be placed on dialysis 
machines for six hours per day to 
remain alive. We are grateful he is able 
to do this as we know many people are in 
worse shape, but this thought does not 
reduce his suffering. 
1 shall not go into detail describing the 
suffering this has brought him or our 
parents. The heartbreak and mental 
anguish has been most unbearable for 
mom and dad. Bill has had a few 
attempts at transplants but they failed 
and now he must wait for a better suited 
donor. He has withstood this crisis in 
excellent spirit, never a complaint and 


always looking toward the future. Bill 
drives himself to Santa Barbara for his 
treatment most of the time. My dad is 
retired under disability; therefore they 
are living on limited income. Their 
insurance takes care of a great deal; 
however, the cost to them after all else 
has been paid is still $200.00 per week. 
This amount they cannot afford, savings 
is gone, bills are piled up. What they 
need is financial assistance.
